Notice  of  Foreign  Proposals  Concerning  Standards  in  Agriculture.  As  required 
of  all  signatories  to  the  GATT  Standards  Code,  the  following  notifications  of 
foreign  proposed  standards-related  rules  have  been  provided  for  the 
information  and  comment  of  interested  agencies  and  firms.  The  Technical 
Office  invites  inquiries  from  anyone  who  believes  that  any  of  the  proposed 
regulations  notified  under  this  heading  could  cause  a  trade  problem.

382-1318.  Anyone  interested  in  commenting  on  the  proposals  should  include 
the  TBT  Notification  Number  in  their  communication. 

New  Zealand  -  TBT  Notification  83.59  The  New  Zealand  Department  of  Health, 
Division  of  Public  Health,  Food  Branch,  has  proposed  an  amendment  to  the  Food 
and  Drug  Regulations  1973.  The  proposal  would  apply  to  various  foodstuffs 
and  would  amend  regulations  relating  to  the  labelling  of  ingredients,  date 
marking,  and  storage  instructions  to  be  declared.  Controls  over  the  clains 
for  vitamins  and  minerals  have  also  been  introduced  and  standards  for 
particular  foods  amended  in  the  light  of  the  latest  technological  information 
available.  Regulations  relating  to  the  standards  prescribed  for  wine  have 
been  amended  and  a  requirement  for  the  declaration  of  the  percent  of  alcohol 
present  in  all  alcoholic  drinks  has  been  introduced.  A  new  part  I IA  relating 
to  the  content  of  foods  for  which  no  other  standard  is  prescribed  is 
introduced.  The  objective  and  rationale  for  the  proposal  is  consumer 
protection  and  public  health  measures.  Final  date  for  comments  is  June  15, 
1983. 

Canada  -  Proposed  Changes  in  Nutritional  Labeling  Regulations   The  Canadian 
Department  of  Health  and  Welfare,  in  cooperation  with  the  Canadian  Department 
of  Consumer  and  Corporate  Affairs  has  published  a  summary  of  proposals  which 
purport  to  make  Canadian  nutritional  labeling  requirements  less  restrictive, 
provide  consumers  with  information  about  the  nutritional  value  of  foods  in  an 
informative  and  meaningful  manner,  and  will  not  be  burdensome  to 
manufacturers. 

The  following  is  a  summary  of  the  proposals: 

1.  Nutrition  labelling  to  be  applied  on  a  voluntary  basis,  except 

(a)  when  a  manufacturer  makes  a  nutrition  claim  for  a  food  or  (b)  when  a 
nutrient  is  added  voluntarily  to  a  food.   In  these  cases,  nutrition  labelling 
would  be  mandatory. 

2.  Nutrients  to  be  listed  in  a  standardized  format,  expressed  in  amounts  per 
100  g  and,  if  desired,  per  portion. 

3.  Energy  value,  protein,  fat,  carbohydrate,  sodium  and  potassium  to  be 
declared  whenever  nutrition  labelling  is  applied. 

4.  Vitamins  and  mineral  nutrients  present  in  the  food  in  significant  amounts 
to  be  declared  either  voluntarily  or  when  a  vitamin  or  mineral  nutrient  claim 
is  made  for  the  food. 

5.  A  rating  scheme  for  protein,  vitamins  and  mineral  nutrients  which 
interprets  for  the  consumer  the  importance  of  the  nutrients  contained  in  the 
food  to  be  applied  when  appropriate. 


6.  Sugars,  starch  and  dietary  fibre  to  be  declared  when  claims  relating  to 
these  constituents  are  made. 

7.  Nutrition  claims  for  combinations  of  two  or  more  foods  to  be  permitted. 

8.  A  wider  range  of  claims  for  the  biological  action  of  nutrients  to  be 
permitted. 

9.  The  declaration  of  the  sodium  and  potassium  content,  certain  other 
obligatory  declarations  such  as  percentage  milk  fat  in  dairy  products  and  the 
quantitative  declaration  of  vitamins  and  mineral  nutrients  added  on  a 
mandatory  basis,  not  to  necessitate  the  disclosure  of  additional  nutrition 
information  unless  other  nutrition  claims  are  made. 

We  suggest  that  interested  U.S.  firms  and  organizations  comply  with  existing 
nutritional  labeling  regulations  for  the  time  being.  If  you  have  any
